I, INUKAI, Ken, do sweer on my conscience that the fol- 
lowing is trve: 


I am presently a member of the Dict. In 1931 and 1932 I 
was secretary to mv father, Premicr INUKAI, On May 17, 1932 
my fathor was not too well and I left the official residence of 
the Prime Minister for a short time to obtein a parvievlar food 
deemed beneficial to ry father and while away on this errand 
I was advised by « messencer that the -rime Minister had been 
shot by sore Nucal Offiecr, i immediately returned to the 
officiel res’iacnce of tho Prime *inister where 1 found my 
father seriovsiy wounded but shill alive. He told me that 
several young novai officers had forced their way into the 
official residerce and that one of thom had shot him, 


Dvrine my fathor's tervro of office ts Prime linister he 
was onnosed to the extension of tho Manchvrian Incident and 
was in faver of hevine the Japanes: Army withcrew from Mar- 
chvria. As secretary to my father, the Prime Minister, I read 
the rinutes of discussions done in the cabinet meetings, I 
also disevssed all matters before the cabinet with my father, 
the Prime Ministcr, I also kept my fother's pnpers end records 
streirht. I also hendled my father's corresrondence, Several 
months aftcr tho Marchvrian Incident took plecs my father de- 
cided that he, the Prime Minister, shovld recorrend to the 
Emperor that the Army be withdrawn from Manchrria by an In- 
perial Rescript, Forlowing «ais volicy Prime Minister INUKAI 
had an avdience with the Erverer but was not successful in 
having the Army withdrew from Marchrria. 


Arother policy of Premicr INUKAI's was to opposc the 
recornition of the puppet state of Manchvinvo as he considered 
sucn recognition a violation of the sovercienty of China. 
Promior INUKAI was 2 close friend of Dr, Syn Yat Sen, fathor 
of the Chinese Renvblic, who had visited many tires with Premicr 
INUKAI in Tokyo. In an éeffert to sottle the Manchvrian problem 
my father, the Premier, had sent 9 secret Celerate to Nanking 
to talk with Gencral Chinng Kai Shek. This sccret delegate 
communicated witn the Promier by code, which code, however, 
was interecpted by the militerv. 


The Chicf Seeretery of the INUKAI Cabinet was one MORI, 
Kaku, leader of the militarist faction of the Sciyvkei Party. 
The aforesaid “YORI advised ma many times that tho Premicr's 
antagonistic volicy to the Army and the military voiicy in 
Menchvria wes ‘very Gongerovs for tne Premior. Dvring many 
of these converentiens the aforesaid MORI stated to me that 
if my fatnor continued with his anti-militery policy, his 
life wovld not be safe, 
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Further cause for ovnosition from the military as expressed 
by tho aforesaid MORI was the policy of the INUKAI Cabinet to 
‘reduce the Army budgct. This policy was also opposed by the 
War Ministry. At that time the Yar Minister was General ARAKI, 
Sadao; the Vice-Chief of the General Staff was General MAZAKT, 
Jinzaburo; the Chief of the Miiitary Affairs Bureau was General 
KOISO, Kuniaki; and the Vice Minister of Wrar wos General 
YANAGAYA, Heisuke. 


On May &, 1932 my father, Premicr INUKAI, delivered an 
anti-milit*ristic speech at Yokohama in which he condemned 
Fascism and praised the Democratic wny. He was assassinnted 
one week later in the official residence of the Prime Minister 
in Tokyo in wnat was afterwerds known as the May 15 Incident.
